‘VALE COMMITTEE 
ISSUES STATEMENT 
ON R.R. PETITION 


The committee of the Ballard- 
vale PTA formed to lead in the 
protest against installation of 
automatic crossing gates at the 
Andover street ceossing, has issued 
the following statement about the 
number of ‘Vale residents using 
the crossing: 


COMMUNICATION 

Since the residents of the Bal- 
lardvale section of Andover have 
become so irate over the proposed 
automatic gates at the Andover 
street crossing, a compilation of 
pertinent facts and figures has 
been made. 

The two 
three stores, 


Protestant churches, 
post office, play- 
ground, library and local meat 
market are all located on the 
westerly side of the crossing. To 
reach any of these destinations, 
it has been computed, the mem- 
bers of the 140 families living 
east of the crossing, must pass 
over the tracks and return. 

In these 140 families there are 
440 individuals, of whom 160 are 
children. Most of these children, 
who are of school age, must cross 
the tracks in order to get to Brad- 
lee school. A few, on the plains 
section, are picked up by the 
school bus. Children from several 
families who attend the parochial 
school also have to cross the tracks 
to board the school bus in front 
of the post office. 

Conversely, the attendants at 


| St. Joseph’s Catholic Church who 


live on the west side of the town, 
must pass over the crossing to at- 
tend their church services. In 55 
of these families there are 160 
members, nearly 60 of whom are 
youngsters. Included in. these 
groups on either side of the cross- 
ing there are many families who 
have no car and must pass on 
foot, which means more people 
would be tempted to duck under 
the gates. Many do that now and 
are reprimanded or warned by the 
crossing tender if a train is near- 
ing the crossing. 

For many years parents of small 
children have worried about their 
offspring crossing the bridge that 
spans the Shawsheen river where 


lit enters the mill pond. No mat- 


ter how warned, children, especi- 
ally small boys are adventuresome. 
The railroad crossing is another 
matter, for the parents know the 
crossing-tenders keep an @ye on 
the children and on many occa- 
sions have restrained them from 
ducking under the gates and cross- 
ing in front of an on-coming 
train. Crossing the tracks in itself 
is something of a problem since 
75 to 80 trains a day pass through 
the town—not only those on the 
main line run from Boston to 
Portland, but also around the

Chief Dane says: 

You can aid in the detection 
and suppression of crime and thus 


protect your property, and wel- 
fare, by being alert and telephon- 
ing the police whenever you ob- 
serve suspicious persons or hap- 
penings or hear unusual noises, 
either at your house or in the 
neighborhood. 


Do not attempt a personal in- 
vestigation, nor turn on additional 
lights in the house or make a lot 


of noise, that will only put the 
person in question on guard and 
prevent his capture if he is a crim- 
inal, this is especially true if you 
return home and find that the 
lighting arrangements have been 
changed during your absence. 

Don't delay, don’t look for an 
officer in the vicinity, go to a tel- 
ephone and quietly say to the op- 
erator, Andover police station, 
Emergency 390, when connected 
with the police station, state 
clearly and quickly: 

1. The location where police 
needed. MF; 

2. What has happened. 

8. Your name, address and 
telephone number from 
which you are calling. 

If possible obtain the descrip- 
tion of the person or persons in- 
volved, if known give names, sex, 
color, age, height, weight, cloth- 
ing worn, ete. If an automabile 
has been used, secure the registra- 
tion number, make and type of 
ear, color and number of occu- 
pants. ’ 

Cover as many of the above 
facts as you can, additional ones 
are always useful. Be observant. 
In getting a description always 


look for distinctive marks and 
peculiarities of physical appear- 
ance, manner and dress.
